number of fifty-eight out of the 191 members 
of the Convention.

They had made no demand on the Conven- 
tion for any number of Grant delegates; 
they had been refused nothing, for the rea- 
son that the Convention was still in a forma- 
tive or inchoate condition, and was gradually 
and by regular steps evolving itself into. 
working order, They ran away before they 
had preferred a grievance or knew what 
ultimately might be done. They abandoned 
their seats before they were denied any- 
thing; before they had asked for anything; 
before the Convention had even ascertained 
who its own members were and who were 
entitled to seats. 

A roll of the members remaining showed 
the presence of the full delegations frpm 
twelve wards, and a third of the delegation 
from the Twelfth Ward, the others being in 
contest, and from twenty-eight of the thirty- 
one townships. The bolters had carried out 
the delegates from five wards, and the frac 
tional contestants of one ward, and three 
townships. The numerical strength of the 
Convention and of the bolters thus com- 
pared: 


Leaving eleven seats under contest to be 
subsequently decided by the Convention. 
But, adding the contested seats to the other 
bolters, and the “rump” only numbered 
fifty-eight all told out of 191 delegates. After 
the Convention had aciéd on tiie report of 
the Committee on Credentials, and aceorded 
to the bolters all the seats they claimed ex- 
cept a part of the Twelfth Ward (where 
they were elected by notorious and shameful 
fraud), the roll was called on Presidential 
preference, the plan being to accord to each 
candidate a pro rata number of delegates to 
Springfield. Each delegate as his name was 


called disclosed his preference for President, 


with the following result: 


These figures express the real and the only 
reason why the Grant men left the Conven- 
tion. They were in a minority in the whole 
Convention of three to. one, and, refusing to 
submit, fled the defeat they had challenged 
and invited. 

Five wards and three townships out of 
eighteen wards and thirty-one townships 
bolted the County Convention, and that be- 
fore taking a vote or waiting for any action 
on any question, 

This proceeding was taken under the 
direction of Long Jones, the Chairman 
of the State Committee, who promised that 
he would contro! the State Convention and 
have the minority faction—the bolters—ad- 


4. mitted to that body, to the exclusion of the 


regular and overwhelming majority. 

These Grant men disclaim bolting: they 
claim they have only “ seeeded.” Like the 
slaveholders twenty years ago, they have 
gone out and set up an independent govern- 
ment of theirown. Ina Republican Conven- 
tion of 191 delegates, a minority of only forty- 
eight elected delegates absconded, seceded, re- 
belled, and declared themselves a convention 
representing the 47,000 Republican voters of 
Cook County | Never in the history of party 
conventions was there a more barefaced, Im- 
pudent, and scandalous proceeding than by 
these forty-eight delegates. 

The Convention, after giving these men an 
opportunity to return and to reconsider their 
reckless action, then proceeded to ascertain 
the choice of each delegate, and, when the 
whole number was called, proceeded 
te appoint delegates to the State Con- 
vention, divided pro rata according to 
the expressed wishes of the members of 
the Convention.

The Convention stood ing over two- 
thirds (132 to 59) against another term of 
Grant before the Committee on Credentials 
had reported. In this estimate is included 
the 11 contested Grant delegates from the 
Twelfth Ward. Subtracting these, as they 
were proven to be elected fraudulently, and 
therefore not entitled to seats, the Conven- 
tion, as elected by the Republican party, con- 
sisted of 48 Grant and 148 anti-Grant dele- 
gates, or a little more than Mree-quarters 
anti-third-termers. . 

After the Convention had been called to

WILL GEN. GRANT WITHDRAW?! 

There is just one safe and honorable escape 
for Gen. Grant from the scramble for the 
Presidential nomination in which selfish and 
insincere friends have placed his name. 
This is a personal withdrawal from a contest 
to which he has never yet given a public as- 
sent. 

This suggestion will be hooted at by the 
Senatorial faction which is managing the 
third-term movement, and by all thei? blow- 
ers and strikers throughout the country. Buf 
the withdrawal of Gen. Grant is, neverthe- 
less, a very probable termination of the bitter 
and desperate conflict now going on, which 
threatens serious dissensions in the Repub- 
lican party. Indeed, it is net impossible 
that, before the meeting of the Chicego Con- 
vention, this course may be advised by the 
Senatorial Syndicate themselves in order to 
make their influence count in the National 
Convention. 

It will be remembered that, when the third- 
term issue was before the country in 1878, 
Gen. Grant, then President, made no utter- 
ance until the Pennsylvania Republican 
Convention declared emphatically against it. 
Then he wrote Gen, Harry White, the Chair- 
man of the Pennsylvania Convention, saying 
that he was not and would not be 8 candi- 
date, and that he would net accept the nemi- 
nation if tendered to him, unless it should 
come under such elrecumstances as to make 
it an imperative duty,—circumstances not 
likely to arise,” If Gen. Grant has been 
silent in the present third-term struggle, it is 
fair to assume that he has been waiting to 
determine for himself whether “cireum- 
stances“ have arisen which“ make it an im- 
perative duty“ for him to go before the Con- 
vention for the Presidency. 

The assumed confidence of the third-term 
boomers“ has been calculated to impress 
him with the belief that his nomination is de- 
manded with something like unanimity 
by the Republican party. But as the 
Republican States have fallen away 
from the “boomers” one by one, 
as his own State promises to send a majority 
of delegates to the National Convention op- 
posed to his third nomination, and as the 
very Congressional district in which tre lives 
when at home will be against a third term in 
the Chicago Convention, it will be strange if 
a man of his shrewd pereepfion shall not rec- 
ognize the deception that has been practiced 
upon him by those who have crowded them- 
selves nearest to him. Whenever Gen. Grant 
shall make up his mind that his nomination 
is not only not demanded by the country, but 
not even by a clear and unmistakable major- 
ity_ef the party with which he bas acted 
since the War, it will only be reasonable to 
expect from him a declaration of the same 
character as that which he made in 1875. 
Suech an utterance will dispose of the third- 
term issue, unite the Republican party, and 
afford Gen. Grant an important influence in 
the naming of the Republican candidate, if he 
chooses te exercise it. 
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Suppose, finally, Gen, Grant may be elect- 
ed in spite of the terrible. dissension in 
own party which his nomination will create, 
will anything be added to the brilliancy of 
his career? Will he hold any higher place in 
American history after he shall have been a 


party to the breaking of the unwritten law of 


the country? Will a third term be a boon, 
with a Senatorial clique claiming the right to 
dictate the distribution of the appointments,

After conceding all that is possible and all 
that is most improbable to the success of the 
third-term movement, no point of view would 
seem to wake the situation attractive to Gen.

tion indicate that Gen. Grant’s withdrawal. 


from a contest for which he is not responsi- 
ble will redound to his popularity, his credit, 
and his interest. He will thus acquire in 
history a renown for the same unselfish de- 
votion to his country which Washington en- 
joys. The Republican party will owe him a 


debt of gratitude for rescuing it from dis, 


serision which threatened to destroy it. The 
American people, without regard to party, 
will hold him in the same unbounded esteem 
and admiration that were so lavishly mani- 
fested for jim upon his return from his trip 
around the world. He will enjoy a supreme 
sense of security in the place which he has 
carved out for himself. He will escape 
sectional, partisan, and factional strife, He 
will occupy virtuelly the position of arbitrator 
in the councils of his party and the Nation. 
There is no doubt that some distinctive place 
will be conferred upon him which will 
assure him a fitting income for life and the 
ease and comfort of honorable retirement. 
This prospect is certainly more attractive 
in every way than the desperate and dubious 
struggle which the third-term managers hold 
out to him to further their personal interests 
at the risk of his personal humiliation. 

If the opposition te Gen. Grant’s nomina- 
tion were in the nature of a personal antag- 
onism, or merely in the interest of some 
rival candidate, his pride might be excited to 
continue the struggle to the last.

It is not Gen. Grant’s personal merit nor hig 
personal popularity that is involved, but a 
repugnant and dangerous issue of third- 
termism which his nomination would impose 
upon the party, and the malign influence 
upon the campaign which would be exerted 
by selfish and designing men who have 
fastened themselves upon his fame, and

It rests with Gen. Grant to eliminate third- 
termism forever from American politics, and 
the situation is such that hé must be strongly 
tempted to thus add a new jewel to his crown

SAN FRANCISCO, May 3.—The departure to-day 
from this port of the steamship Newbern, with 
railroad materials and a number of engineers 
for Guaymas, on the Gulf of California, is a final 
proof that the Mexican extension of the Atchi- 
son, Topeka & Santa Fé Railroad has become a 
determined fact; and an additional interest is 
thereby engendered in everything that pertains 
to the inception and prosecution of the work. 
The information, too, that the schooner Abbie 
had already arrived at Guaymas with a cargo of 
construction materials, and that the Mexican 
Government, under the leadership of Diaz, has 
granted franchises which will practically give 
the Boston corporation the greater share of the 
Australian, New Zealand, Central and South 
American trade, has reopened the discussion as 
to the effect of competition in through freights 
and fares, and as to advantages in general 
to be derived from a more southern route 


Atchison, Topeka & Santa 
was organized more than twenty years 
ago, but it was not until four years later that 
the present title was acquired. The line was 
opened from Topeka to Emporia about nine 
years ago, and two years later to the State Line, 
a distance of 470 miles, no less than 360 miles 
of road having been constructed within the 
short period of nine months. Later, the work 
of construction at intervals has been pushed 
forward with energy, and at the beginning of 
1879 the main and leased lines amounted in the 
ageregate to 869 miles. Since then the total has 
been largely increased, as may be learned from 
the following details: 
THE MAIN LINE AND BRANCHES. 
The Pueblo & Arkansas Valley Extension

On the 0h of 
July, 1870, an act was passed to give effect to 
Art. 12, Sec. 15, of the State Constitution of 1868, 
whieb prohibited the authorization of lotteries 
by the State, and the further sale of tickets by 
companies already authorized. The Oircuit 
Gourt, upon information filed by the Attorney-

THE DAUGHTER-MURDERER. 


Inquest on the Body of Mary Tebin— 
The Father Held Without Bail. 

The inquest on the body of the girl Mary Tobin, 
su pposed to have died from injuries inflicted by 
her father, James Tobin, last Saturday night, 
was held yesterday afternoon at the West Madi- 
son Streét Police Station. The examination was 
conducted by Coroner Mann. The prisoner, Tobin, 
was present with his counsel, A. 8. Trude, and 
appeared indifferent to his surroundings during 
the examination, occasionally whispering to his 
attorney: Mrs. Tobin wasin the room, and was 
deeply affected, crying incessantly.

MEDICAL TESTIMONY.
